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DETAILED ACTION 
Specification 

1. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 

A. There are two descriptions of the Drawings; pages 5 and 8. Please correct per the 
attached Content guidelines, attached below. 

B. Also, page 8 has a circuit breaker mount designated as a number (2); this designator 
number only applies to the circuit breaker per the specification not the mounting plate. 

C. Additionally, page 8, Figure 3 paragraph contains reference to circuit breaker mount 4. 
The battery is designated by (4). Please see comment (C), above. 

Appropriate correction is required.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

3. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with the 
enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which is not described in the 
specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which 
it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. 

Claim 1 includes a "spring-loaded" circuit breaker, which is not enabled by the 
specification. 
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Claim 1, also, includes a power level definition of "than would be permitted under 
currently acceptable automotive battery ratings" that is not enabled by the specification. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S. C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a \?diole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Cameron (US PN 
5120617) and in view of Thomsen et al (US PN 5871858). 

Regarding claim 1 : 

Cameron discloses a circuit breaker assembly 10 that is mounted on a conventional 
vehicle battery 120 comprising first and second terminals, first and second electrical contacts, 
housing 12, see Figures 4 and 5, and 10:46-68,1 1 : 1-32. 

Cameron does not disclose a metal mounting plate. 

It is well known to mount electrical components on metal mounting plates, Thomsen et al 
disclose a rectangular, flat, mounting plate 69 for an anti-theft device for a vehicle battery, see 
Figures 3-6 and 10:45-67. 

It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time of the 
invention to have modified Cameron with the teachings of Thomsen et al and mounted the 
electrical circuit components on a metal mounting plate for rigidity and ease of electrical 
connection to vehicle electrical system. 
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6. Claims 2-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Cameron and 
in view of Admitted Prior Art (APA). 
Regarding claims 2-5: 

Cameron does not disclose locating the circuit breaker on the various other surfaces of 
the battery, only on the top surface. 

The Applicant has stated that a specific location of the circuit breaker on the battery does 
not derive any benefit over any other, see sheet?, lines 19-22. Furthermore, it is well known that 
the mounting location or positioning of electrical hardware such as a circuit breaker could be a 
design choice peculiar to the specific application. 

It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time of the 
invention to have modified Cameron by locating the breaker on a battery surface ideal for the 
specific application to facilitate ease of wiring to the vehicle's electrical system.
